The Germans for Free Labor. 


THE RALLY IN THE COURT HOURB SQUARE. 
Grand Torchlight Procession, 
A 5,000 STRONG. 

Metropolitan Hall is to be enlarged ; we are 
glad to hear it, and we say it in the face of the 
circumstance, that on two occasions withia a 
week past, it has held over thirty-five hundred 
persons, That will do very well for a small 
apartment; we thought it would do very well for 
Chicago, and so it does,save on extra occasions, 
but when Republicanism “ spreads itself it re- 
quires considerable space in times when a gath- 
ering of five thousand is a comparatively mod- 
erate turnout. 

We thought on Saturday evening we looked 
upon something of s crowd when we saw the. 
Hall filled completely, and irresistibly compared 
it with the largest Douglas gathering we ever 
saw here, and we have seen several, at Light 
Geard Hall, ranging in size from that of a few 
evening's since, where Henry Waller, with a 
few lookers on, talked for two hours to a phono- 
graphic reporter (in order to be able to throw 
out among the old Clay Whigs of the lower sec- 
tions of our State a pamphlet Speech by Hen- 
ty Waller, etc.,”) to their largest rally at Me- 
tropolitan Hail, filling it about half full. 

But the Times is easily pleased, and possesses 
the power of reporting the presence of, if not 
of feeding a multitude on a very scanty founda- 
tion for operations, We are curious to see its 
figures for last evening. 
Hecker, in Chicago, we expected would call 
out our Republican! Germans, but we had 
scarcely prepared ourselves for the turnout that 
actually took place. 

When we entered the Hall, at half-past seven 
o’clock, the platform was full, the galleries were 
full, and the area of the floor, from which the 
settees had been removed, was nearly so; pro- 
bably there were twenty-two or 

hundred in the gathering, the larger share of 
them Germans. Hon. F. A. Hoffman was called 
te preside, and was welcomed with cheering and 
enthusiasm, at the subsiding of which he com- 
menced his remarks, introducing the topic of 
the evening. He was interrupted almost imme- 
diately by the gathering of the clans in ear- 
nest, as the noble dejegations began to pour in 
from the North and West Divisions. These 
pinnate by bands of music, and

Asthey marched through 
the streets, the utmost enthusiasm attended 
their progress; for oar German friends, when 
they mean what they feel and feel what they

But the earliest of these late arrivals filled the 
Hall to and there was no alterna- 
tive but to organize a second meeting, which 
was done at the north front of the Court House, 
where was a rally of fifteen hundred or more, 
addressed by Messrs. Schneider, Kreisman, and 
others. 


Mr. Hecker succeeded Mr. Hoffman at the 
Hall, being introduced by the latter to the vast 
audience, who rose as one man, in the highest 
pitch of enthusiasm, to welcome their noble 
countryman, deservedly prominent amgng his 
German brethren in the state of his adoption, 
We make no attempt to secure even an outline 
of the several speeches of last evening. They 
will form in the enthusiasm with which they 
were received, a very prominent and memorable 
feature of the campaign. The Germans are un- 
mistakably with the party of Free Labor and 
Freedom, and cannot be wiled or enticed away 
from banners in whose blazons they 4 
ciples which are instilled into their very be 
The rally of last evening was probably, 
together, the largest gathering of German citi- 
zens that has ever taken place in Chicago, and 
the rally was as spontaneous as it was generous. 
They are all of and belonging to our communi- 
ty, and no bought up herd of voters to be driv- 
en or transported to whatever district or pre- 
cinct may most need their vote, but from and 
of us, with a large property interest, with 
hands to labor, and which have filled oar city 
and our subarbs far out upon the prairie, with 
the substantial proofs of German thrift,whether 
it be in the banking house, and the mart of 
business, or the humble sphere of the mechan- 
ie, or market gardener, from each and all of 
these the Germans gathered last evening in 
numbers, and force, and with an enthusiasm 
never seen surpassed. 

Mr. Hecker spoke nearly two hours and a 
half, and his effort, to judge from its effects on 
his countrymen, was eloquent and stirring, and 


speech drew near its close at the ball, 
bonfires were lighted in front of the Briggs 
House on the corner of Randolph and Wells 
street, and a simultaneous rush took place for 
torches at the breaking up of the monster gath- 
and with a most magic and beautiful ef- 
fect, afew minutes saw the line of flaming 
torches streaming several blocks in extent 
throwing their glare upon the night air, while 
the most vociferous and hearty cheering made 
the streets resound, 
The procession must have numbered five thou- 
sand strong. There were countless colored lan- 
terns, there were many transparencies, and the 
procession marched to the music of several fine 
bands, going westward from the hall, and travers- 
ing for an hour our principal streets. 
The enthusiasm received but a small share of 
the dampening, though @ drizzling rain com- 
menced soon after the procession commenced 
ite march, and the torch-besrers kept on their 
way, traversing the West and North Divisions, 
returning to the South Division, where the 
finally dispersed. 
Altogether the turn-out of last evening was a 
noble and brilliant one for the Republican Ger- 
mans of Chicago, and their numbers and spirit 
will tell on the approaching election.
